Chester, II., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Judge 
William M. Schuwerk of the Randolph coun- 
ty court today upheld the right of women to 
vote in Illinois for charter offices and on 
local option questions under the provision 
of the law enacted by the state legislature 
last June. 

The opinion was given as à result of the 
contested local option election in the Percy 
precinct. The decision sustained the results 
of the election as returned by the canvass- 
ing board. ; 

Attorneys Levy and Ellis of Murphysboro 
appeared for the petitioners, who attacked 
the law, and Attorney Frank B. Ebbert of 
Chicago, attorney for the Anti-Saloon league, 
and State’s Attorney A. D. Riess appeared 
for the state. : 


Appeal on Technicality. | 

The petitioners set up in their petition, first, 
that the law of June, 1913, granting women 
the right to vote for certain officers therein 
named and on certain questions of public 
policy and local government is unconatitu- 
tional as contravening section 13, article 4, of 
the Illinois constitution, which provides that 
no law shall be revised or amended by ref- 
erence to its title only, but the law revived 
or section amended shall be inserted at length 
in the new act.

STRIKE ATTITUDE CAUSE. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 28.—Rather. than 
face impeachment proceedings Samuel Lewis 
Shank resigned as mayor of Indianapolis 
this afternoon and was automatically “syc- 
ceeded by Harry R. Wallace, city controller.

Judge Finds for Woman. 

Judge Schuwerk in his opinion declared it is 
the duty of the courts to sustain the constitu- 
tionality of an act if it does not clearly con- 
trovene the constitution. He assumed that 
the legislature knew the law and knew the 
constitution when the act was passed and 
that the members intended that women 
should vote only for such officers and such 
questions as are not provided for in the con- 
atitution. 

On the point raised by the bug N that 
the act amends the election laws of the state 
and is, therefore, unconstitutional because 
such laws are not included in the act, Judge 
Schuwerk cited the Supreme court case of 
Hollingeworth vs. Coal Co., which he con- 
sidered as a precedent in his decision against 
the contention of the petitioners on point one 
of their petition. 

Holds 1891 Law Constitutional. 

In sustaining the constitutionality of the 
law he also quoted from people vs. English, 
139 III., page 632, which holds that the 
women suffrage act of 1891 is constitutional 
so far as it provided for enfranchisement of 
women in the election of all officers not pro- 


1 vided for in the constitution. 


He upheid the contention of the state in the 
matter of the second question raised by the 
petitioners, declaring that a legal voter is a 
person who is authorized to vote at any elec- 
tion and that the act of 1891 constituted a 
woman a legal voter under that act, and that 
the act of 1913 makes women legal voters 
under that act. 4 

He pointed out wherein the contention of 
the petitioners that a legal voter is only suon 
person as has unlimited right of franchise 
is erroneous. 

Judge Schuwerk also heard the arguments 
in the Pinckneyville local option contest, in 
which exactly the same questions were raised 
by the petitioners as in the Percy case. He 
will go to Pinckneyville tomorrow and render 
his decision in thatcase. -

Mayor Shank's attitude during the recent 
street car strike, when he let it be known 
that he did not wish policemen to ride on the 
cars, manned by strike breakers, caused the 
resignation of Superintendent of Police Mar- 


tin J. Hyland and President William E. Davis

At the first police roll call after Superin- 
tendent Hyland had resigned Mayor Shank 
made a speech, in which he said he did not 
wish the patrolmen to ride on wagons driven 
by nonunion teamsters, if a strike oceurred. 
This statement; it is sald, resulted in the be- 
ginning of preparations to file impeachment 
proceedings against the mayor. 

Names New Public Safety Board. 

As soon as Wallace took the oath of office 
as mayor he named a new board of public 
safety. The members are Hugh M. Love, 
Schuyler Haas, and Edwin H. Emrich, well 
known business men. Fred B. Akin was 
named city controller. The mayor then 
went to police headquarters, where he said 
he would put forth every effort to reorgan- 
ize the force, which has become demoralized 
during the last few weeks. 

Mayor Wallace tonight issued a statement 
in which he said: 

„I shall do my duty impartially and fear- 
lessly. Life and property must be protected 
at whatever cost and the fair name of cur 
city restored. Every person has a right to 
conduct his own business in his own way 
so long as he does it lawfully; and I will not 
tolerate any interference with it by others.” 

The new mayor has been prominent in Re- 
publican polities for some time. He served 
one term as county auditor and is on his sec- 
ond term as county chairman. 

Rioting for Four Months. 
For about four months the police have had 


to deal with many minor disorders growing 


out of labor troubles. In August the inter- 
urban traction companies’ employés went on 
a strike. From then until the strike of the 
city street railway. employés was called 
there were riots frequently.

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‘SEEKS TO ALLAY 
ALARM OF BANKS: 


Secretary of Treasury Says 
Currency Law Will Im- 
pose No Hardships. 


GOVERNMENT WILL HELP. 


McAdoo Claims Restriction of 
Credits Throughout Coun- 
try Is Needless. 


Washington, D. C. Nov. 28.—Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo issued a statement to- 
t déclaring that banks throughout the 
country reported to be restricing credits in 
| order to meet the provisions of the expected 
currency law, are making a mistake. He an- 
nounced that the resources in the treasury 
will be at the disposal of the banks to aid 
them in complying with the new law when it 
is put on the statute books. 

“The secretary expressed the conviction 
that the new law will impose no hardships 
on the banks, the statement sald, and that 
the transfers of cgpital and reserves to the 
proposed federal reserve banks will be ac- 


to the banks and to general business. 

“The secretary said that the treasury de- 
partment had large available resources at 
its command; that he should not hesitate to 
use them for the purpose of aiding the banks 
to comply with the new law, and that, in his 
opinion, the banks could, with perfect safe- 
ty, proceed with the granting of accommoda- 
tions to their customers in the normal and 
usual way. 

Calls Apprehension Groundleess. 

“The secretary said that he did not, of 
course, assume to advise the bankg—he only 
wanted them and the business public to know 
that there is no ground for apprehension and 
that the attitude of the treasury department 
is to be helpful, and that he thought it could 
be effectively helpful. 
“He said that if any banks are laboring 
under the impression that the new law will 
‘necessitate or occasion a restriction of cred- 
its, they are controlled by error, as no such 
thing will result. 

“The secretary stated that up to date the 
banks had called upon the treasury for only 
$34,661,000 for crop moving purposes; that 
these deposits were, under the arrangements, 
to be returned in four installments begin- 
ning Dec. 15 and ending March 1. 

“The secretary said that he would con- 
sider favorably and upon its merits the ap- 
plication of any national bank holding crop 
moving deposits for a postponement for 
thirty days of the time for beginning re- 
payments, so that payments may commence 
on the 15th of January, 1914, instead of on 
the 15th of December next as now provided.“ 


Paragraphs to Be «edrawn. 

The Democratic currency bill conference 
today referred back to the members of the 
sénate committee several paragraphs to be 
redrawn with changes of phraseology or 
form. In one of these the conference de- 
cided to provide that no members of the 
federal reserve board, which will control the 
new system, should be allowed to accept a 
position with any member bank for a period 
of years after leaving the federal board. 

The paragraph allowing national banks 
to act as executors and administrators alse 
was referred back to the committee to be 
drawn so that it will not conflict with the 
laws of various states? 


Committee Proposal Upheld. 

The conference defeated a proposal to 
broaden the redemption features of the new 
currency bill so that the proposed treasury 
notes would de remdeemable at the United 
States treasury in “lawful money.” 

The committee had recommended that the 
final redemption be limited strictly to gold, 
and after a lengthy debate this position was 
upheld by the conference. The bill as now 
agreed to permits a note to be redeemable in 
either gold or “‘ lawful money at the re- 
gional banks, but in gold only at the treasury. 
_A change was agreed to in the form of the 
Owen bill which would make the new treas- 
ury notes acceptable for the payment of cus- 
toms duties. This was opposed by the com- 
mittee that drafted the bill on the ground 
that the customs receipts furnished one cer- 
tain method of getting gold in time of need 
for the use of the treasury.

Further Supervision of Roads 
May Be Demanded if the 
Raise in Charges Is 
Permitted. 


SECURITIES MAIN ISSUE. 


Proposal to Regulate Stocks, , 
Bonds, and Consolidations 
Finds Favor in Con- 
gress,

Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
With the railroads pleading for a 5 per cent 
incerase in freight rates a determined move- 
ment for additional regulation of common 
carriers has developed in congress. If the 
railroads win their petition they will be con- 
frontcd with the demand to yield further 
control to the government as a counter con- 
cession. 

The principal proposals which now are be- 
ing embodied in bills for consideration at the 
regular session are: 

Regulation by the interstate commerce 
commission of the issuance of stock, 
bonds, short term notes, and other securi- 
ties by ail interstate carriers. 

Provision that one railroad cannot pur- 
chase control of another railroad without 
the, permission of the interstate commerce 
commission. 


Greater Supervision General Demand. 

These moves in the direction of greater su- 
pervision of the transportation lines of the 
country are being supported by many sen- 
ators and representatives, Who, like Senators 
Cummins and Kenyon of Iowa, are seriously 
contemplating the proposal of legislation 
looking to the government ownership of rail- 
roads. These propositions also are advo- 
cated by legislators who believe that govern- 
ment ownership can be avoided only by in- 
creasing government supervision. 

The principal bill in the house providing for 
government regulation of railroad stock and 
bond issues will be introduced by Represent- 
ative Sims of Tennessee, one of the Demo- 
cratic leaders and the ranking member of 
the committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merece. Preparatory to the framing of his 
measure Mr. Sims talked today with Rep- 
resentative Mann of Illinois, who as chair- 
man of the committee in the Sixty-first con- 
gress put through the house a provision for 
government supervision of railway financing. 


Coalition Beat Former Measure. 

That Republican measure was eliminated 
from the railroad bill in the senate princi- 
pally because of the opposition of the state’s 
rights Democrats, who combined with the 
Republican old guard to beat it. The state’s 
righters held federal control of these mat- 
ters unconstitutional. A similar view was 
taken by the Democratic minority of the 
house committee at the time, Mr. Sims, how- 
ever, refusing to join In that attitude. 

The progressive Democrats in the main 
favor legislation giving the commission su- 
pervision of railroad financing. The Pro- 
gressives and most of the Republicans will 
vote for such legislation. The chief difi- 
culty will de with the state's rights Demo- 
crats, who may be able to block the legisla- 
tion unless the president should come out 
unreservedly for the measure. 

The attitude of the railroads remains to be 
reckoned with. Their influence in congress is 
powerful. It may be recalled that the pro- 
vision for the physical valuation of railroads 
was before congress for many years, but was 
not enacted until the railroads signified their 
willingness to accept it. 


Control of Securities at Issue. 

Representative Mann thinks the railroads 
have no objections to government supervi- 
sion of the issuance of securities. Others 
who have met with railroad opposition will 
argue that if increased freight charges are 
allowed, congress should seize the logical 
moment for exacting a concession from the 
carriers. 

The Hadley commission, .appointed by 
President Taft to study the stock and bond 
question, reported that federal legislation 
for such supervision should not be attempted 
unless the Supreme court should hold in 
pending cases that congress has constitu- 
tional power to enact such a law. The body, 
however, proposed a comprehensive scheme

Conference on Storage Problem 
Held with Department of 
Justice Officials. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—A new phase ot 
the cost of living problem was brought to 
the attention of the department of agriculture 


today. 

T. P. Gill, secretary of the Irish board of 
agriculture, told Secretary Houston thet 
speculators in the large cities of the United 
States were actively buying up thie year's 
short American potato erop and planning to 
hold out for high prices. Heeaid they count- 
ed on the existing quarantine against pota- 
toes from many foreign countries to aid them 
in their undertaking. 

Mr. Gill is here to urge the removal of the 
embargo on potatoes from his country. He 
insists that the powdery scab found on pota- 
toes imported from Ireland is no cause for a 
quarantine because a similar blemish already 
is common in the United States. 

Secretary Houston and the horticultural 
board held a conference after Mr. Gill's state- 
ment, but no action was announced. 


Confer on Storage Problem. 

Representative MeKeilar of Tennessee, 
author of a pending bill to prohibit the keep- 
ing of products in cold storage for more than 
ninety days, was in conference today with 
department of justice officials over the de- 
partment's investigation of the storage of 
eggs, poultry, and dairy products. It is said 
that a preliminary inquiry has revealed the 
fact that 55 per cent of the present egg sup- 
ply held in storage is in the hands ot the great 
meat packers of the country. 

Letterg and telegrams poured in today from 
all parts of the country, from individuals, 
associations of various kinds, and from busi- 
ness men, praising the department's effort 
to break high food prices by proceedings 
against the alleged combination of cold stor- 
age dealers.

Maybe it was the certainty of the decent 
burial” that made Charlie forget to write 
to the folks at home about his many adven- 
tures in strange lands. 

But two weeks ago Charlie came back to 
Chicago and found somebody in his grave. 
He was much aroused over the intrusion of 
the stranger in his final resting place. He 
insisted it was unethical. 


Charlie Can’t Feel Comfortable. 

Charlie Nelson's mother, Mre. Johanna 
Oberg, said it wasn't her fault, but he insists 
he just can’t fee) comfortable while that 
other fellow is in my grave. 

To make things worse, suit has been filed 
against Mrs, Oberg by an undertaker in Chip- 
pewa Falls for the collection of a bill for the 
burial of the stranger in Charlie's grave, 
Charlie and his mother took their troubles 
to the Legal Aid society yesterday. 

Mrs. Oberg, who lives at 9016 Center ave- 
nue, says the body was sent to her from 
Wiscofisin. She attributes the mistake to 
an erroneous description of the body by the 
Chippewa Falls undertaker and anxiety on 


of the task of caring for an unidentified body. 

In support of her contention Mra Oberg 
showed a telegram which her son, Nels Nel- 
gon, received on July 4, stating his brother, 
William Nelson, had been killed in Chippewa 
Falls. The mother says that she telegraphed 
that her son’s name was Charles Nelson, and 
also sent a detailed description of his appear- 
ance to the coroner and sheriff of Chippewa 
county. 


She Wouldn’t Spoil the Funeral. 

My son Charles is a blond—like myself,” 
said Mra.

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lives and property of foreigners. He also 
urged the possibility of British intervention 
on this score. Failing in this effort he tried 
to sell his ofl concessions in New York. In 
this he also failed. 

All this left him in the position of many 
others who wanted Madero’s downfall ac- 
complished. 

The advent of Huerta gave matters a 
new complexion. Here was a man untrou- 
bled by ideals. For favors received return 
favors would be granted. It is openly stated 
in Mexico City that Huerta promised con- 
cessions and other favors in exchange for 
British recognition and aid in getting a loan. 
Even the Britishers admit that Cowdray 
got the recognition as promised.. One con- 
cession Cowdray is known to have gotten 
is that for the construction of wireless at 
Tuxpam, Vera Cruz. The trouble has been 
that the United States refusing to recognize 
Huerta, Huerta has been unable to float his 
loan. 


Concessions May Be Ended. 


Recently, to add to Cowdray’s difficulties, 
the rebels in the north have gained consider- 
able territory and are now in possession of 
some of his concessions. As Carranza has 
announced he will annul all concessions made 
by Huerta and intends to investigate con- 
cessions in general, Cowdray can expect 
nothing from him. 

In this difficulty he is requesting that the 
United States protect his proprty now inthe 
hands of the rebels. To do so effectively 
would mean the landing of troops which, of 
course, is Intervention. In other words he 
is repeating the tactics tried without suc- 
cess during Mr. Taft’s presidency. 

There is this difference in the situation. 
At that time Madero was in the president's 
chair and there seemed to be every prospect 
of constitutional government in Mexico 
coupled with restoration of order. Under 
such circumstances the British government 
would not have had the slightest excuse for 
backing Oowdray. 

At the present time there is practically no 


constitutional government in Mexico while | 


— 


the disorder if anything is increasing. Under 
such conditions not only the British but other 
governments can be excused if they become 
impatient regardless of the influence of 
those in Lord Cowdray’s position. 


British to Be Aggressive. 

The recent appointment of Sir Lionel 
E. G. Carden as British uinister to Mex- 
ico is sufficient evidence of the British 
government’s intention to be more aggres- 
sive. The story is that he started life 
selling watches in the Argentine. A Brit- 
ish consul being needed in some out of the 
way place no one would go to, he, being 
familiar with the ground, was appointed. 
Since then he has risen, due to his readi- 
ness to undertake any kind of work which 
the foreign office wishes done. 

His arrival in Mexico is generally con- 
sidered as a sign that a policy far from 
an open one has been decided upon. 

There has also arrived in Mexico Sir 
James R. H. Winton, formerly a director 
in the Indian secret service during Lord 


Curzon’s administration of that country. | 
His past record in Persia, Siam, Korea, 


Afghanistan, and Arabia is as a ruthless 


a 
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collector of claims and enforcer of con- | 


cessions. 


It is generally believed that Sir Winton 


was the original choice of the British gov- 


ernment for minister to Mexico, but that 
the Huerta government, knowing his rec- | 
ord, objected. This was gotten around 


by appointing Carden as minister and Win- 
ton as special attaché. 

How much of this is due to Lord Oow- 
dray is not known. It is known, how- 
ever, that he has great influence with the 
British government and that should the 
rebels come into power he will probably lose 
many of his concessions. 

The construction work which he has done 
in Mexico is of the best, but the price he 
has charged has been exorbitant. As an 
illustration he bid $22,000,000 for the Ma- 
zatian harbor works. The American Dredg- 
ing company was glad to get it for $11,- 
000,000.

DUBLIN, Nov. 28.—The Unionist party 
carried the war into the enemy's territory 
today when Andrew Bonar Law, leader of 
the opposition in the hoyse of commons, Sir 
Edward Carson, leader of the Irish Unionists, 
and other prominent men arrived to dellver a 
series of speeches on home rule in the Irish 
capital. 

In reply to the deputation which welcomed 
him Mr. Law reiterated that the Unionists 
opposed consistently and utterly the whole 
idea of separation of the United Kingdom 
and insisted that the government must seek B 3 
the sanction of the people before attempting e 
to make the change. 

During a speech in the afternoon before 
the Unionist association Mr. Law sald Pre- 
mier Asquith’a speech of the preceding day. 
at Leeds seemed to him a complete accept- 
ance of the orders of John Redmond, leader 
of the Irish Nationalists, for full steam 
ahead,“ and if that was so the difficulties of 
the Unionist party were gone. 


Says Unionists Will Fight. 

The Unionists are now aware where they 
stand, he said, and are prepared to fight. 

He charged that there was a corrupt bar- 
gain between the Nationalists and the gov- 
ernment. His main demand was that home 
rule be submitted to the country in a general 
election. If the country confirmed the gov- 
ernment’s home rule policy the Unionist party 
would bow to it, he said; if, howcver, the 
government attempted to coerce Ulster be- 
fore a general election the Unionists would 
support the Ulstermen and resist to the ut- 
most, 

“Ulster will not submit,” he exclaimed, 
“and we will not allow her to be coerced.” 


Suffragists Stir Up Trouble. 

Suffragists attempted to reach Mr. Law as 
he was driving afterwards to the residence. 
of Lord Iveagh and they bombarded him 
with pamphiets. Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington 
and Mrs. Connery, the leaders of the suffra- 
gists in Dublin, were arrested and charged 
with obstructing the police. When arraigned 
later Mrs. Skeffington was sentenced to seven 
days’ imprisonment and at once declared a

The German ambassador, Count von 
Bernstorff, has contributed to Export Amer 
ican Industries an article on the financial 
situation in Germany which focuses with- 
in a few pages the inspiring economic 
echievement of his countrymen since the 
establishment of the empire. Without brag,

For example: From 1872 to 1911 the to- 
fal foreign trade (exports and imports) in- 
greased in the United States 286 per cent and 
in Germany 190 per cent. But in the last 
half of that period, from 1801 to 1911, Ger- 
many’s trade increased 143.1 per cent to 
our 105.1 per cent. England's in the same 
period increased 65.9 per cent, and that of 
France 69.8 per cent. | 

Diecuesing the heavy demands for capital 
necessitated by the transformation of Ger- 
many from a state primarily agricultural 


2 ‘to one primarily industrial and commer- 


cial, the ambassador, while admitting 
that, “in spite of the formation of 
immense wealth, the aceumula tion of capi- 


tial could not keep pace with this growing 


demand,” nevertheless “Germans have, 
during the last years, invested considerable 
gums abroad. These investments in for- 
eign countries are well spent in Germanys 
interest and form a valuable reserve for the 
future. For the present, however, this capi-

ence of foreign capital. “ No doubt can be 
left,” he writes in closing his article, “ that 
in spite of the fluctuations of the money 
rates, due, as shown above, to a great de- 
mand for money. for various purposes, in- 
come and wealth have vastly increased in 
Germany. Financial and banking circles 
confirm that the growth of wealth has been 
immense in Germany. Even abroad this is 
frequently acknowledged. The Temps of 
March 10, 1913, published an article in 
which it was stated that as to wealth France 
is far behind Germany. German capital, 
the article continued, is mainly invested in 
commercial and industrial concerns. Since 
the income from such investments is much 
larger that the interest which France draws, 
for instance, from government bonds, 
wealth increases much more rapidly in Ger- 
many than in France. It is, the Temps con- 
cluded, therefore not surprising that in Ger- 
many deposits in savings banks amount to 
20,000,000,000 francs, while they are only 
about 5,600,000,000 in France.” 

It is to be noted respecting the last state- 
ment that according to the reports of the 
controller of the currency the average of 
savings deposits per inhabitant is in Ger- 
many $58.17 to only $44.82 in the United 
States. 


IF EXPERTS AGREE. 

If Mr. Bion J. Arnold and Mr. John F. 
Wallace, the two engineers who have gub- 
mitted reports on railroad terminals, can 
reconcile or compromise their differences of

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TOOTH BRUSHES. 

N the spring of 1913 Dr. Anglemire, 
then a contagion inspector in Chicago, 
now health officer of Saugatuck, Mich., 
was sleuthing an epidemic of diphtheria 
in a Jewish orphan asylum. He caught 

Abe C. spreading the disease. Abe was in- 
nocent of wrongintent. His sore throat was 
just an ordinary everyday sore throat so 
far as ordinary appearances went, but cul- 
tures from hie throat showed that the cause 
of his ordinary sore throat was diphtheria 
bacillus. 

Dr. Anglemire had had several years of 
sanitary training, so he stuck to the trail. 
In the boys’ tollet room he found the tooth 
brushes of 100 boys arranged in regular 
order. It was decided to make a culture 
from Abe’s tooth brush. Diphtheria ba- 
cillus were found. 

In the meanwhile, cuitures from the 
throats of every child in the school had 
been made, Diphtheria was found in the 
throats of twenty. Investigating, it was 
found that the twenty tooth brushes near- 
est Abe’s belonged to the twenty boys whose 
throats harbored diphtheria bacilli. Cul- 
tures showed that there were diphtheria 
bacilli in twelve of these brushes. 

Maybe the brushes gave the disease to 
the boys, and maybe the boys gave the dis- 
@ase to the brushes. Dr. Anglemire 
thought the infected brushes being so closely 
bunched was proof on the brushes. In ad- 
dition, Dr. Anglemier thought “in the 
bristles of the brushes were the media and 
moisture, and the steam heated room had 
the proper temperature for bacterial 
growth.” He recommended the following 
method for caring for tooth brushes. (The 
method would be a good one for your tooth 
brush and mine.): 

“A simple, hygienic method of keeping 
a tooth brush would be, first, to keep it clean 
and free from debris, boil it occasionally; 
or better yet, sterilize it. An easy way of 
doing this would be to procure a one quart 
jar, or a glass candy jar, cut a piece of blot- 
ting paper to fit in the bottom of the jar. 
About once a week saturate the blotting 
paper with a teaspoonful of formalin, place 
brushes inside, bristle ends up. By this 
method you can have a sterile and sweet 
smelling tooth brush. 

There appears to be another advantage 
in this: As formalin is a tissue hardener, 
it will be found that the slight traces 
present upon the bristles deposited by the 
fumes will abort easy bleeding gums. The 
brushes should be rinsed after taking from 
the jar, as too much formalin would be 
harmful. It is also possible that the presence 
of a small quantity of formalin upon the 
brush each day also may be a deterrent to 
the terrific onslaughts of pyorrhœa al- 
veolaris, from which most every one suffers.”’

I have been to one throat special- 
ist, but he did not inform me fm regard to 
condition. Would you advise change in cli- 
mate? I am alarmed, because my throat is 
alwaye affected. I will appreciate your coun- 
sel.” 
REPLY. 

A pale throat is a good sign of tuberculosis, but 
that pallor shows lower down asarule. Probably 
you are not a good judge of the natural color of 
the throat. Your letter does not indicate that you 
have tuberculosis of the throat. Those yellow 
patches, I expect, are in the crypts of your tonsils. 
Your physician should clean those out.

QUESTION OF NERVES. 

V. C. writes: “ I ama young girl of 20 years 
and am greatly troubled with perspiring 
hands, yet they are generally very cold. I 
have been troubled with nervousness to the 
extent of face twitching since I was a child. 
Is the condition of my hands caused by my 
nervousness, and is there anything that can 
be done to soothe my nerves?” 

REPLY. 

Perspiring hands is an annoying manifestation of 
nervousness. If you try uo treat your hands and 
keep on watching them they will get worse. When 
you train yourself to control your nervés your 
hands no longer will perspire excessively. Start 
in by studying some of the books on nerves. Read- 
ing them will not answer. You then probably will 
need to take some courses in control of nerves.

HOW TO PREVENT COLDS. 

Mrs. A. B. C. writes: 1. I havea cold in my 
head and I'm aching and sore below the 
breasts and around theribs. My back is sore 
and aches. I have a slight cough. Does this 
mean my lungs are affected or is it pleurisy? 

2. How can one who is subject to colds pre- 
vent them? Does chronic constipation have 
anything to do with it? This soreness in 
the ribs I have most of the time, even when 
I have no cold. My doctor says it’s sore 
nerves.” 

REPLY. 

1. Your physician probably is right, since you 
have the pain in your chest most of the time. A 
cold accompanied by general aching pain around 
the ribs, and a little cough, all coming on as an 
acute attack, usually means pleurisy. 

2. By keeping the tonsils and teeth clean, the 
bowels open; by eating moderately; by sleeping in 
@ well ventilated room and keeping out of hot, Illy 
ventilated, and especially crowded places; by tak- 
ing cold air or cold water baths.

W. S. writes: A patient in Wisconsin hav- 
ing incipient tuberculosis asks if a higher 
altitude, such as Montana, would be best 
for him. And what treatment is best fer a 
cure of the disease? 


REPLY. 

A man improves his chances of getting well from 
consumption about 15 per cent by going to an arid, 
elevated place, provided other things are equal. 
By other things being equal we mean provided he 
has money enough to support himself until he is 

well; that he will not be homesick; that he will 
avail himself of the rest-open air-feeding-contro!l 
cure. If he has not these he will do better at home.

In fact, he was treated just as if he had 
been a political agitator, instead of a per- 
sonage who had been welcomed at Berlin 
with the most distinguished hohor and man- 
ifestations of admiration and regard by the 
Kaiser. i 

The cable dispatches to this country which 
referred to the prohibition stated that he 
had been forbidden to lecture in Norwegian. 
But Norwegian and Danish are identical,

of the Prussian authorities to Prussianize 
then: since the duchy was torn from Denmark 
by the war of 1804.

Wher Emperor William heard of the mat- 
ter he was beside himself with indignation, 
personally telegraphed to Capt. Ammund- 
sen, expressing his regret for the treatment 
to which he had been subjected, and ordered 
the minister of the interior not only to apolo- 
gize officially to the explorer in the name 
of the government, but also severely to repri- 
mand the governor of Schleswig-Holstein, 
commanding him instantly and publicly te 
withdraw his edict and to intimate to Capt. 
Ammundsen that he was welcome to lecture 
at Flensburg in any language he pleased.

Limerick. 

Usually the eldest sons of peers are ac- 
corded by usage and by courtesy the high- 
est of their father’s minor honors. As con- 
fusion would result if there were two per- 
sons, one styled the Earl of Limerick and 
the other Viscount Limerick, it was decided 
that the heir should make use of an arbitrary 
and totally unwarranted combination of the 
minor titles, that is to say, tack the style 
of the viscounty on to the name of the barony.

His mother, who is en- 
dowed with Irish wit and Irish sense, is fa- 
mous for her superb voice, and is asserted 
to be the finest amateur pianist in Great 
Britain or Ireland. 

Lord Limerick, who was formerly in the 
army, has distinguished himself as an ama- 
teur actor, his most notable performance 
having been his representation of the nurse 
in bis burlesque of Romeo and Juliet.“ 
given at the Queen's theater, Dublin, on be- 
half of some local charity. 

Besides this, he excels in art of shoemaking, 
a peculiar hobby, and can boast of being the 
only member of the house of lords who is an 
amateur cobbler.

Czar Nicholas and his family have sus- 
tained a severe loss through the sudden death 
in then Crimean palace of Livadia of their 
devoted and trusted Cérberus Gen. Viad- 
imir Dedjulin, who for the last seven years 
has been in supreme military command of 
the palace and responsible as such for the 
safcty of the sovereign, of the empress, and 
of their children. 

Some of his predecessors in that office had 
been wont to invoke their responsibilities in 
connection therewith to exercise the powers 
of a dictator, overriding the orders not only 
of the government and of the ministers but 
even of the sovereign himself, misusing and 
exaggerating their powers and turning them 
to political account. : 

Gen. Dedjulin was a different sort of man. 
He made a point of holding rigorously aloof 
from politics of every kind and even from 
courc intrigues. A soldier first and foremost, 
he had no other concern than his task of safe- 
guarding the emperor, the empress, and 
their children. Everything else and every- 
body were subordinated thereto. 

Many and many were the conspiracies that 
he discovered against the lives of his imperial 
charges, even within the palace precincta 
and many were the dangers from which his 
vigilai.ce protected them. 

Fifty-five years of age, he was a man of 
the utmost decision of character, He showed 
this when, in January, 1895, while still hold- 
ing the office of governor of St. Petersburg, he 
crushed the incipient revolution at St. Peters. 
burg, and, realizing that he was responsible 
kor the security of the metropolis, did not hes. 
itate to have recourse to rigoroug measures, 
measures from which the ministers and evep 
the members of the imperial house recoiled.

Sullivan Man Leading Aspirant 
for Revenue Collector Here. 


TWO OTHERS SEEK FAT POST 


Three Candidates Aim at Appoint- 
ment as Appraiser. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—(Special.}]— 
The hottest kind of a political struggle has 
developed over the selection of an internal 
revenue collector for Chicago, the third larg- 
est district in volume of receipts in the en- 
tire country. . 

The Chicago collector hitherto has handled 
more than $12,000,000 a year and henceforth 
will direct the collection of the income tax 
— the second richest community of the coun- 

The leading aspirant for the office is James 
J. Furlong of Chicago, a relative of Roger 
Sullivan and an officer of one of the com- 
panies dominated by the former Democratic 
national committeeman. 


Furlong Has Best Chances? 

Mr. Furlong appears to have the inside 
track with Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo, with whom Mr. Sullivan discussed this 
appointment recently. 

There is reason to believe that the admin- 
istration has definitely promised Mr. Sulli- 
van the control of this piece of patronage. 
Gov. Dunne recently sent word here that if 
this job was to go to a Sullivan man he could 
testify to the good character and fitness of 
Mr. Furlong. Mayor Harrison also is quoted 
to similar effect. 

The other candidates are Julius C. Smie- 
tanka and Nicholas Piotrowski. The for- 
mer has the indorsement of Mayor Harri- 
son.

BUDGET DEMANDS 


Claims of Department Heads 
Up to Scanlan, Kersten, 
and Gibbons. 


EXPERTS TO GIVE ADVICE. 


County Board Finance Commit- 
tee May Urge Need of 
Economy. 


The first step toward preparing the finan- 
cial budget of Cook county for the next fiscal 
year will be taken on Monday by a com- 
mittee of Circuit judges, who, under the law, 
will allot the number of employés for the 
constitutional fee offices, 

Judges Scanian, Kersten, and Gibbons com- 
pose the committee which will pase on the 
claims of the department heads. These of- 
fices will be affected by the action of the 
jurists: Treasurer, clerk of the County 
court, recorder, sheriff and his various de- 
partments, coroner, and clerks of the Circuit, 
Criminal, Superior, and Probate courts. The 
committee also will fix the limit on employés 
of the Juvenile court. 


Experts to Attend Hearing. 
Experts of the bureau of public efficiency 
and members of the finance committee of the 
county board, which later will fix the sal- 
aries and appropriations for each county of- 
fice, will attend the hearing. The county 
board has gone on record in favor of hasten- 
ing completion of the budget. At the recent 
meeting of the board the judge’s committee 
was blamed for the delay. 
The hearing probably will be held in Judge 
Scanlan's courtroom. The committee will 
base its report to the court en blanc on the 
statements of the department chief and the 
recommendations of the efficiency bureau. 


May Hear Finance Committee. 

Heed probably will be given to the sugges- 
tions of the finance committee, which will 
point out the necessity of economy during 
the coming year in order to reduce the exist- 
ing deficiency resulting from the issuance of 
tax anticipation warrants to meet current 
expenses. This practice, started under pre- 
ceding boards, has been a serious handicap to 
the present county administration. 
President A. A. McCormick of the county 
board, the five Progressive members, and 
at least two of the Democrats believe the 
board should abide by the salary lists sub- 
mitted by the department heads providing 
the appropriations asked are not excessive, 


GEORGE BROWNE POST DIES. 


Gotham Architect, Designer of Many 
Famous Structures, Succumbs 
to Brief Ulness.

Sanitary : Trustee Clark Criti- 
cises Wilmette Station. 


ASKS SHULER TO EXPLAIN. 


Assistant Electrical Engineer to Ap- 
pear Before Board.

HEN Cynthia Stockley writes a 
novel, she is sure of having an audi- 


ence. She is so unexpected, so in- 


ventive, so human, that no absurd 

ity or improbability to be found 

im her tales can ¢.scountenance the reader 

Moreover, it is to be remembered that “ the 

patently impossible and vain ™ are, after all. 
the things which life-as-t-is, has to offer. 

Her latest novel, WANDERFOOT” 
(Putnams) certainly contains many improb- 
e@bilities, but as the proof of the pudding 
ie in the eating, so the proof of the novel 
is in the remembering. And “ Wander- 
foot sticks to the memory like a burr. You 
find yourself discussing this and that situa- 
tion in the book—wondering why the heroine 
committed this folly, or what she meant by 
that particular heroism. You believe in all 
the people, though you may not like them 
all, but even their pervereities are attrac- 
tive—that is to say, they are charged with 
actuality. 

“ Weanderfoot " ig the pen name of a news- 
paper woman who was reared in South Africa 
and who trav lo almost everywhere. She has 
@ most extraordinary parentage and a unique 
eareer. There are times when the reader 
hardly knows whether to go on asscciating 
with her or not, but the whole of it is that 
her personality is so fascinating that & is 
impossible to quit her company: and no novel 
of the present day has a prettier conclusion. 
In it all of Wanderfoot's worst critics and 
opposers are swung around to her‘ point of 
view by sheer force of her subtle bewitch- 

ent. She is a lover of the wild, and when 
those who should have stood by her appear 
te be turning their backs upon her, ‘she 
metaphorically weves her hand to them and 
tells them they may go. For her part, she is 
going back to the velt. 

“I Shall see the wildebeeste grazing on 
the horizon once more—and hear the guinea- 
fowl in the bush crying ‘come back! come 
back!’ ”’ 

It was too much for her listeners. They had 
thought to oppose themselves to her, th leave 
her alone with a broken heart. But they 
found they could not. They, too, heard the 
ery of the velt, and discovered that life was 
never so interesting for them as when inter- 
preted by this woman of infinite and wid 
variety, who had never been able to de 
cover the conventions. It is a victory of 
brain and temperament. Really, the book 
ia charming.

Cosmo Hamilton, best known to Americans 
as the author of The Blindnese of Virtue,” 
hes written—rather at white heat, one sus- 
pects—an unusual novel entitled, THE 
DOOR THAT HAS NO KEY” (George H. 
Doran company). The hero is John Scorrier, 
@ young man whom even his father and 
mother find a touch “ too honest” for human 
nature's daily use. Scorrier has the courage 
of his ideals and stands to them throughout 
a youth not without Ks temptations. Then, 
though he is so complete an idealist, he falls 
inconeequentially and rather brutally in love 
with a beautiful girl, the daughter of a horse 
trainer. (Soorrier is a gentleman by every 
token.) The author depicts this love affair 
and the disaster that follows with full sym- 
pathy for the hero and scorn for the unre- 
sponsive and eelfish heroine, but the unim- 
passioned reader ie inclined to think that 
never in fiction or fact was there lovemaking 
more repulsive than Scorrier’s. He knows 
nothing, asks nothing about the woman he 
has captured than her beautiful peit, if one 
may so put & His love ie for her radiant 
exterior, and, however men may feel about 
the matter, the women cannot wholly regret 
poor Jack’s suffering.

They would do well 
enough in a newspaper where one might 
smile at them and pass them by, but they 
really are rather forced, and, as humor, 
somewhat cheap.

Missions Fighting to Save China. 


New York, Nov. 28.—The American board of 
foreign missions is not alarmed’ by the effort to 
make Confucianism the state religion of China, 
according to a statement today by the Rev. Dr. 
A. Woodruff Halsey, secretary of the home de- 
partment. Cable dispatches yesterday from 
Peking told of an anti-Confucianism meeting 


attended by American missionaries at which a 


league was formed to oppose the adoption of a 
state religion by the republic. 

“We are opposing the move for the good of 
China itself rather than because we believe it 
hampers the work of our missionaries there,” 
Dr. Halsey said. “As a matter of fact, we do 
not believe it will hamper their work. It would 
be a backward step, however, in the progress of 
China, for it would permit the shrewd and un- 
scrupulous to mix religion with business and 
politics. It would tend to place Chink back- 
ward to the plane of Mexico. 

“Two years ago an attempt was made to 
make Christianity the state religion. We op- 
posed that effort just as vigorously as we are 
opposing the present effort on behalf of Confu- 
cianism. President Yuan is the best possible 
man for the presidency of China, and he re- 
cently said to H. H. Lowrie, president of Peking 
university: ‘I am not a Christian; I am a 
Confucianist; but only Christian ethics can save 
China. Our morality ig not sufficient for the 
crisis.’ “

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 


court outlined the plan yesterday at a meeting 


of the municipal judges in the city hall, and ap- 
pointed a committee of three to make prelim- 
inary arrangements. 

All boys between the ages of 17 and 21 will 
come to this court for trial. At present boys of 
17 are lodged in the jail, and, failing to secure 
bonds, are kept there until the date of their 
trial, sometimes two or three months.

Some of them, after this period of incarcera- 
tion, have been acquitted at their trials, and 
their imprisonment served only to make them 
bitter and engendered criminal] instincts. 

In this matter, it is believed, the new court 
will be a vast improvement. It will be the first 
court of its kind in the country. 

“It will be a great thing,” said Judge Olson 
yesterday. “I have appointed Judges Stewart, 
Scully, and Fry to make arrangements and pre- 
pare plans. I will serve on the committee ex- 
officio, and a report will be made at the next 
meeting. ; 

Whether the court shall be any more than a 
channel through which all boys’ cases shall ; ass, 
and which shall handle all boys’ cases as they 
are handled now by the different branches of the 
court separately, depends on whether the Chi- 
cago voters next April ratify the act passed by 
the legislature at the last session, granting full 
power in criminal matters to the Municipal 
court,” said the chief justice. 

“We shall try to have the court organized 
by Jan. 1, but we can't hope to make a success 
of it unless we have final jurisdiction. Just now 
we have not final jurisdiction, but we expect to 
have next April. We should have jurisdiction 
in felony cases, and I think we will. 


— 

Just now there are, I think, between 500 and 
600 boys lying in jail, hoping for an early trial. 
It is to correct this abuse that we wish to or- 
ganize this court. 

“The Municipal court in the year ending Dec. 
1 has increased its output of quasi-criminal 
cases by 20,000.

Calls Newspapers 
Powerful for Evil. 


HB American newspaper formed an im- 
portant subject for discussion yesterday 
before the National Convention of Teach- 
ers of English. The session was held in 
the Auditorium hotel. : 

Prof. Fred N. Scott of the University of 
Michigan said the modern newspaper had be- 
come a more powerful factor in the people's 
reading than the Bible itself. Prof. Scott is 
President of the association. In the course of 
his address he said: 

“ President Judson of the University of Chi- 
cago recently asserted that the boys and girls 
of today write no better than they did a gen- 
eration ago. They do not desire better litera- 
ture and we are handicapped in teaching them 
better diction, 

“The evil comes from the daily newspaper. 
It is the most powerful thing we have; not 
even the Bible can compare with it. The gen- 
eration is molded by it. 

“The newspaper comes into the home every 
day. If a man came into our homes and used 
vile language, talked slang and scandal we 
would eject him, but the newspaper tells filthy 
stories and is just as bad as the bad man and 
is tolerated. 

“The newspaper fails in most every respect. 
It shapes the child’s ideals; it is the child’s 
consulation. It sinks into the lives of our 
young generation. It throws out its nets to 
the child through its crude drawings that re 
semble the insane. The child grows and its 
mind is eventually colored. As he continues 
his reading of the newspapers he reads the 
sporting sheet, saturated with slang. 
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The newspaper is the poor man's whisky and 
stimulant. The newspaper uses an uncanny 
style and bad diction, and violates the principles 
of good writing. The indecency and vulgarity 
which appear in the newspaper have their evil 
effect on the younger generation and the pupils 
in the classrooms. This is one of the hardest 
seeing which the teacher of English has to crad- 
cate. 

“In time it will be possible to cultivate the 
likes and dislikes of the student, and by teach- 
ing him even the worst papers will conform to 
his tastes. The newspapers cannot be reformed 
right away. One way of teaching the students 
the proper appreciation of the shortcomings of 
the newspapers is to devote one week of every 
month to a study of its poison and criminal 
recklessness. 

“The idle man wants a thrill and a shock in 
order to pass much of his time away. The busi- 
ness man wants news of foreign affairs, news 
of the markets and business. The newspapers 
aim to please the idle man more than they do 
the busy man,”

Here's a letter that is reminiscent of last 
year, and I’m sure you'll want to read it:

“When I began to work I didn’t see how I 
was going to make Christmas as great a day 
for my children as it had always been. We had 
always had plenty, and they were so fond of all 
the things that Santa Claus brought them, and 
they’d always had a tree, and it nearly broke 
my heart when I realized we wouldn't have a 
Christmas at all unless something unusual hap- 
pened.

So we've been planning to set aside 
most of the money that comes from my Christ- 
mas work and make Christmas happy for some 
poor family of children whose mother hasn't 
been able to work and earn the extra amount 
that I could last year.”

Turkey Afterwards. 


ITH a supply of waxed paper to wrap 
it in, a cool, sanitary place to save it 
in, there is no need of forcing upon 
palled appetites any dish of turkey the 
day after or even the second day after 

Thanksgiving. 

Unnecessary scorn has been heaped upon left- 
over turkey for a purely physiological reason. 
Those who have not eaten turkey the day be- 
fore find cold slices of a finely cooked bird the 
height of luxury. As to the real remnants, 
these have been precious enough for the 
highest priced cooks in tue world to expend 
their skill upon. These cooks have named their 
product hash, moreover, but with an “A la,” 
giving it a manner generally associated with 
foods prepared from the choicest of raw mate- 
rials, and doing it not in a jocose spirit. 

The turkey salad, made in the same manner 
as the chicken salad, is a higher class thing 
than those who make it from leftovers gener- 
ally feel it to be. The wedding salad of the 
affluent days “of the old south” was made of 
unstuffed, roasted turkeys. The white meat 
only was cut up, while hot, across the grain, 
with shears. It was then allowed to cool, 
mixed with crisp celery, cut in bits, and finely 
chopped white cabbage, then set in a cool place. 
The dressing was special. 

Concerning the leftovers from the salad, a 
charming writer of this same old south says: 

“The turkey hash was to some minds the

A little finely chopped turkey will go a long 
way between layers of macaroni, topped with 
a souffé mixture ot egg, milk or cream, and 
cheese, and baked. 

“Why spurn croquettes?” asks a recent giver 
of recipes. We do so for the reason, perhaps, 
that we spurn hash and for the further reason 
that they require deep fat frying. It would 
be hard to find in many parts of our country 
the fine white draining paper, a sort of blotting 
paper, to be had where people really know how 
to fry in this way. But croquettes are easy 
to make. The binding sauce must be thick—

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Denver, Colo., Nov, 28.—The acceptance by 
the operators and the rejection by the min- 
ers’ representatives of a statement of facts 
submitted by Gov.

The reason given by the strikers’ repre- 
eentatives for the rejection of the governor's 
statement was that it put aside the question 
of recognition of the union.

The sheriff 
of that county had applied to the governor for 
martial law. 


Schenectady Settlement Near? 

Schenectady, N. T., Nov. 28.--Prospects 
for an amicable settlement of the strike at 
the General Electric company’s plant are 
brighter tonight than at any time since 
the 14,000 employés walked out Tuesday. 

After a five hours’ conference compan« 
officials and strikers’ representatives failed 
to reach a definite agreement, but announce- 
ment was made that the outlook is favora- 
ble. Another conference will be held to- 
morrow morning. 

Details of what passed at today’s meeting 
lack official confirmation, but it is currently 
reported that the company officials have 
agreed tentatively to reinstace all the strik- 
ers conditionally and to resume operations 
Monday on part time.

Twenty-two Sign Plea to Alder- 
manic Committee for 
Freight Terminal. 


WACKER’S PROTESTS ARE HEARD 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 


Two strong pleas for preservation of the 
plan of Chicago were made last night before 
the council committee on terminals. Both 
emphatically urged that the west side ter- 
minal schemes should not be permitted to 
injure the plan idea. 1 

One plea came from twenty-two members 
of the Commercial club, which originated 
the plan of Chicago. The other was from 
the City Plan commission, which is trying to 
put the plan into effect. 

They differed materially, however, on 
whether or not the railroad scheme will in- 
terfere with the city plan. Commer- 
clal club, members submitted a report 
of L. 2 Fritch, an engineer, on the 


Pennsylvania freight, terminal. In effect 
this engineer indorses in detail the recom- 
mendation of John F. Wallace, the expert of 
the aldermen. 


Let Passenger Depot Issue Alone. 

Neither Mr. Fritch nor his sponsors came 
out in the open on the locetion of the paegen- 
ger terminal. Theclub members pointed out 
that if the passenger terminal is located at 
Adams street there would be a suitable area 
for a postoffice and city park between Adams 


and Madison streets. 


By this intimation, intentionally or other- 
wise, they left the Impression they favored 
the Adams street site proposed by the Penn- 
sylvania group of roads. 

Evidently the twenty-two Commercial club 
members do not approve of the work on 
terminals by executive officers of the Plan 
commission. The executive officers have 
been advocating for months that both the 
passenger and freight terminals be moved 
south of Twelfth street. 


What Plan Commission Wants. 

Vice Chairman Frank I. Bennett and En- 
gineer Paul Lazenby for the commission gave 
in detail to the aldermen the improvements 
recommended by the original plan of Chi- 
cago in the district bounded by the river. 
Kinzie and Halsted streets and Archer ave- 
nue—the west side terminal district. 

A letter from Chairman Wacker said. we 
are subrgtting only and absolutely the de- 
mands of the Plan of Chicago for such im- 


provements.“ 


We feel constrained.“ Mr. Wacker's let- 
ter continues, again to call your attention 
to the fact the location of the Union station 
at the Adams street site will, in all proba- 
bility, block further efforts for the removal 
to the south of other passenger terminals 
now centrally located. 

We submit that an agrement on the part 
of the railroads affected to codperate in work- 
ing out the details of an immediate fixed 
policy and plan which will be to the interest 
of the city and the railroads is utterly value- 
less—of no worth whatever unless said rail- 
roads affected agree to the details of improve- 
ment demanded herein as part of any ordi- 
nance rights to be granted.” 


More Important Demands. 

Among the more important demands of 
Mr. Wacker are the following: 

Construction of connection between 
Canal and Orleans streets. 

Widening of Canal street to 108 feet 
from Randolph street to Archer avenue. 

Establishment of uniform grade in 
Canal street, ag far as practicable, from 
Monroe to De Koven street. 

Opening of Monroe as through street. 

Construction of river road from Fulton 
to Twelfth street. 

Widening of all east and west viaducts 
between Madison and Twelfth streets. 

Provision around headhouse on railroad 
property of room for vehicles to stand 
while loading or unloading passengers, 
and provision by railroad company of 
safety islands in street on which there is 
a car Une used by patrone of Union Sta- 
tion company.

The American ambassadors and ministers 
to the various countries, reinforced by the 
efforts of Director General John Barrett of 
the Pan-American union, will make every 
effort to assure not only a cordial reception 
for the Chicago men, but successful results 
from their visit. Mr. Barrett expressed to- 
day the conviction that the tour will mark 
&n epoch in the trade relations of Chicago 
and the middie west with the countries lying 
south of the Rio Grande. 


Sees Bettar Trade Relations. 

“I am deeply interested in the success of 
the excursion of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association to South America.” he con- 
tinued. “ Nothing of its kind which has been 
announced in a long time has gratified me 
more than the public assurance of Vice Pres- 
ident Hurley and Secretary Glenn that they 
had completed arrangements for the party 
to sail in early February. 

It ig no exaggeration to say I believe that 
this excursion will be epoch making ip 
its influence upon the trade relations of Chi- 
cago and the central west with South Amer- 
ica. It is so much in accordance with the 


in the matter of getting acquainted with the 
countries, peoples, and conditions of our sis- 
ter republics that I rejoice in the enterprise 
of the Illinois manufacturers. 

“It is a source of extreme regret to me 
that I cannot personally accompany the 
party, but I shall do everything in my power 
to pave the way for their cordial reception 


wherever they go. 


Foresees Hospitable Reception. 

“The Latin-American officials and peoples 
are naturally most hospitable. It is a Latin- 
American characteristic to be thoroughly 
courteous towards visitors and strangers, 
but possibly someTrecommendations from the 
state department and from the Pan-Amer 
ican union may assist in making known te 
South Americans just the class of men who 
are going on this excursion and the influence 
and standing of the Illinois Manufacturers 
association.“ 

Mr. Barrett said he was particularly grat- 
ified to learn that the representatives of the 
association are not going in any sense as 
trade agents to try to buy or sell in the 
course of their excursion, but rather as men 
of high intelligence and quality, who want 
to familiarize themselves with the field. In 
discussing the matter the other day withe 
friend, the latter used this expreasion: 

“ The men who go on this excursion should 
consider themselves as ambassadors and not 
drummers—that is, ambassadors represent- 
ing the best quality of Illinois men to men 
of the best quality of South Americans. 


Urges West to Watch Progress, 

If men of this kind make the trip in this 
spirit, Mr. Barrett said, they will be re- 
ceived everywhere with open arms and will 


in every respect. 
„It is to be hoped that.“ he continued. al- 


though the numbers of this excursion may be 
limited to 150 men, they will really represent 
hundreds of thousands of the men and wom- 
en of Chicago, Illinois, and the central west. 

“This journey should awaken widespread 
interest all over the central west, and the 
movements of the party should be carefully 
chronicled in the papers of that section of 
the country. Those who go on the excursion, 
moreover, should through letters to be pub- 
lished in the papers of their respective cities, 
make known what they see in South America 
and thus extend knowledge of our sister 
republfes and their opportunities and de- 
velopment.” 

Mr. Barrett described as remarkable the 
extraordinary growth of interest throughout 
the nited States in everything pertaining to 
Latin-America. 

Roosevelt Trip Awakens Interest. 

The Pan-American union is overwhelmed 
with letters from every section of the United 
States acking for all kinds of information 
regarding each one of these southern coum 
tries. 

In this connection, he said it is interesting 
to note that the visit of ex-President Roose- 
velt to South America has greatly increased 
the questions that have poured into his of- 
fice about the countries and cities in which 
he is delivering these lectures. The splendid 
reception Col. Roosevelt has received in 
Brasil, Uruguay, Argentina, and Chile has 
awakened thousands of persons to the con- 
sideration of the importance of those lands 
avd their capital cities, of which they never 
thought before.

My 
Property is mostly in lands entirely uncul- 
tivated and bringing no income, but I pay a 
large tax: No doubt this land would sell 
at an advance of what it cost years ago, but 
how am I to determine when this advance 
took place, before this tax was brought into 
existence or since?’ I have held these lands 
at a higher price before the tax was inaug- 
urated than am selling now. Would I be- 
come a criminal for not reporting a tax 
when I do not know when this income orig- 
inated? We have farmers here that sixty 
years ago bought land at $1.25 an acre and 
now it is sold at $200. Are they to pay a tax 
on this $198.76 an acre? When did this ad- 
vance take place and how are we to know 
how much this year?

Answer. 

The increase in value of personal prop- 
erty or land over a period of years is 
not taxable as income until the property 
or land js sold and the selling price re- 
cefved. Until that time the income or in- 
crease is not fixed and determinable. Al- 
though the increase in value extends over 
a number of years prior to the passage 
of the act the profit realized by sale of 
the land after March 1. 1013, or gubse- 
quently is subject to the tax, being income 
for the year in which the selling price ia 
received.

A man with a wife and children—retired 
from business on account of ill health—has 
a gross income of $8,000 derived from interest 
on bonds and mortgages. Is he entitled to 
deduct 54,000 and the taxes, say, $450 taxes 
on his home and some unimproved lots? If 
so, he would pay an income tax of 1 per cent 
on $3,550. 

Now I understand thas when he presents 
hia coupons at the bank they deduct 1 per 
cent.

Is there any Provision to remedy this situa- 
tion?

Tou may secure your exemption of 
$4,000 by executing and attaching a cer- 
tificate for coupons owned by an individ- 

. ual to your bond coupons when present- 
ing them to any bank or trust company, 
or to a corporation for Collection or pay- 
ment. If @ certificate is attached to the 
coupons no tax will be deducted at the 
gource. The form of coupon has been 
prescribed by the treasury department 
and ig obtainable from any bank or trust 
compeny upon application. 


_ QUESTION NO, 83. 

I wish to call your attention to an error 
made in replying to question No. 10 under 
Income Tax Puzzles in today's TRIBUNE. 
The answer states that husband and wife 
may each claim an exemption of $8,000, but 
only one may claim an exemption of §1,000 
additional. This is incorrect, as the law 
provides that only one deduction of $4,000 
shall be made from the aggregate income of

Answer. : 

The answer to questicn No. 19 was pub- 
lished the morning of t. 30 before the 
arbitrary ruling of the treasury depart- 
ment was made allowing husband and 
wife an exemption of only $4,000 

You will note that the first part of sub- 
section C is broad and extensive and does 
not mention any deduction of $4,000, as it 
states very plainly that there shall be 
deducted from the amount of the net in- 
come of each of said persons, ascer- 
tained as provided herein, the sum of 
$3,000, plus $1,000 additional if the person 
making the return be a married man with 
a wife living with him, or plus the sum 
of $1,000 additional if the person making 
the return be a married woman with a 
husband living with her; but in no event 
shall this additional exemption of $1,000 
be deducted by both a husband and 
wife; provided, that only one deduction 
of .$4,000 shall be made from the aggre- 
gate income of both husband and wife 
when living together.” 

It is one of the fundamental principles 
of statutory construction that where @ 
restrictive or explanatory provision limits 
or modifies a more extensive provision 
the more extensiye provision will prevail, 
especially where the restriction is against 
publie policy. The spirit or reason of 
the law should prevail over the letter, 
particularly where & literal meaning 
would work an injustice or tend in any 
way to destroy the fundamental unit of 
society. A statute should be so con- 
strued that all parts should be consis- 
tent. Subsection C provides for a deduo- 
tion of $3,000 for each person and $1,000 
additional in event that two persons ere

poration will have to pay the tax and if 
they attempt to deduct the tax when pay- 
ing the coupon the holder may sue and

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'UNTERMYER ASKS 
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INDUSTRIAL AMITY 


Counsel for Pujo Committee 
Says Time Has Come to 
Restore Confidence. 


WANTS INQUIRIES ENDED. 


Pleads for Upbuilding of Rail- 
roads and Corporations Un- 
der Strict Control. 


Springfield, Mass, Nov. 28.—The time has 


come, in the opinion of Samuel Untermyer, . 
who was chief counsel] for the Pujo com- 


mittee investigating the money trust, to re- 
store confidence in the industries of the 
United Statee, including the railroads. How 
this could be accomplished, he outlined to- 
night in a speech before the Economic club 
here. 

Mr. Untermyer spoke on How to Restore 
Confidence.“ There had been a sudden and 
alarming ceseation in business activity all 
over the country, he said, and the cansensus 
of opinion was that it had not been due to 
changes in the tariff. Primarily, he thought, 
it was due to uneasiness emanating from the 
disclosures of rottenness in corporation 
management, from pending and impending 
legislation affecting the financial eyétem and 
the trusts and to the inability of railroads 
to secure rates which would permit them 
to maintain their properties and give fair 
returns on invested capital. 


Urges Amnesty for Railroads. 

“I think we should call a halt upon fur- 
ther governmental investigation into the 
past crimes in the looting of corporations,” 
he said. By pursuing the subject further 
we would doubtless learn of innumerables 
more instances not yet uncovered, 
but the evidence would be cumulative only. 

“TIT am in favor of a general amnesty. 
Let us wipe the slate and begin the work of 
go reframing and strengthening our laws 
that there can be no repetition of the past 
without the certainty of prompt detection 
and punishment. 

“Give the railroads living rates or they 
will perish whilst we are reframing the laws 
under which they are hereafter to live. 
Abolish fiscal agenetes, 80 called, voting 
trusts, and interlocking directorates. Make 
it u criminal offense for any officer or direc, 
tor of a corporation to borrow from or make 
a profit out of his corporation. 


Assails Interlocking Directorates, . 

“Prohibit national banks and interstate 
corporations from haying interlocking di- 
rectors in potentially competing corpora- 
tions. 

„Destroy holding companies. Give mi- 
nority stockholders representation in the 
directorates of their corporations. Place 
railroad reorganizations under the 
of the interstate commerce commission and 
of the courts. 

““Compel the incorporation of stock ex- 
changes so that the books of their mem- 
bers may be subject to governmental in- 
spection, 

* Enforce complete publicity of all corpo- 
rate transactions and especially require the 
fullest disclosure of all profits of bankers, 
brokers, and middlemen in marketing se- 
curities sold to the public. 

Limit the directors of national banks 
and interstate public service corporations 
to nine. 


Urges Industrial Commission. 

* Supplement the anti-trust law by con- 
stituting a federal industrial commission to 
which the court would turn over the dis- 
solutions of corporations that have been de- 
eclared unlawful. 

„Give to this commission the power to 
approve agreements between competitors 
regulating prices and output for a limited 
term and to the extent necessary to protect 
them against ruinous competition, but under 
conditions that will fully safeguard the pub- 
ue.“

O'Connor Quits Senate; Moose Get the 


| Balance of Power. 


. Two campaigns in six years—one in the 

‘primaries and one in the election—make po- 
litical pawns of our judges.” This was given 

by Judge Ben M. Smith, presiding justice 

of the Appellate court and chief justice of 

the Superior court, ag his reason for retir- 

ing from the bench today to return to the 

practice of law. He was not a candidate for 

reélection last spring. 

The judiciary should be removed as far 
‘from politics as possible.“ Judge Smith said. 
Under our present system every judge on 
the bench is constantly in danger of being 
turned out in some political avalanche or 
because of a change of the public mind. 1 
know of several such cases. Sometimes it 
comes after a man has given the best years 
of his life on the bench. Then it ig prac- 
tically impossible for him to go back to prac- 
tice and build up a satisfactory clientele.” 


Wants Party Lines Obliterated. 
The judge said judges should not be sebect- 
ed along party lines, but for merit only, and 


kept in office as long as they proved worthy. 


Provided a reasonable opportunity was 
given the judge to defend his actions, I would 
have no objection to a just recall syetem,” 
he continued. “I am inclined to think, how. 
ever, that it would be a difficult matter to 
devise a system that would not place the 
judiciary under the influence of the corpora- 
tions that wished, to influence his decisions. 
The average individual would be slow to use 
his rights under a recall system. But the un- 
vorupulous corporation would be glad of a 
chance to put a judge off the bench who had 
ruled against it in important cases. 

Judge Smith hag served on the Superior 
bench for eight years, For the last two years 
he has been chief justice. During the last 


, year he has been deaignated by the Supreme 


court of Uunole as the presiding justice of 
the Appellate court in this district. 


Succeeded by O’Connor. 

John M. O'Connor, who takes Judge 
Smith's place on the Superior court bench, 
has been in public life for several years. He 
represented the Twenty-ninth district in the 
senate during the last session and was chair- 
man of the appropriations committee. His 
resignation from the senate was sent to 
Gov. Dunne early this week. His retirement 
leaves the Democratic membership of the 
upper house but twenty-three. With the 
Republicans having twenty-five members 
and the Progressives.two members, the 
Moosers are now left in a position to tie up 
the senate in case a special seasion should 
be called by Gov. Dunne. 


TRAEGER WANTS BANKS TO AID 
SALE OF MUNICIPAL BONDS. 


City Controller Believes He Has 
Found Method of Selling More 
Rapidly than “Over the Counter,” 


City Controller Traeger thinks he has 
found a method of selling municipal cor- 
porate bonds at par much more rapidly than 
by the over the counter method to con- 
sumers begun three weeks ago. He sug- 
gested to officials of thirty-nine outlying 
banks yesterday that they might buy the 
bonds to the extent of 10 per cent of the 
city’s deposits with them. On this basis 
about $250,000 worth would be taken care of, 

The bank representatives were said to have 
agreed to take up the suggestions with their 
directorates and to inform Mr. Traeger of 
the decision next week, 

A similar proposition will be made to the 
representatives of the large downtown banks 
when they meet with the controller next 
Tuesday.

Bernstorff Cites Eeonomic 
Progress Since Empire’s 
Establishment. 


PASSES UNITED STATES, 


Ambassador Points with Pride to 
Record Made Despite Large 
Emigration. 


| New York, Nov. 28.—Germany’s remarkable 
economic progress since the establishment 
of the empire is described in the December 


number of Export American Industries,” 
by Count Johann Heinrich Bernstorff, Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States. 

Since 1801, Count Bernstorſt points owt, 
Germany's foreign trade has increased 
taster than that of any other nation, the gain 
exceeding even that registered by the United 
States. 

The title of Ambassador Bernestorff’s ar- 
ticle is “The Financial Situation in Ger 
many.” He gives figures to show that during 
the last forty years German imports havein~ 
creaged 208 per cent to 10,678,000,000 marke 
(about $2,668,000,000), and exporte 262 per 
cent to 9,081. 200 0 marke (about §2,258,- 
ate ,000). e 


Compares Favorably with U. 8. 
In this respect, he adds, Germany com- 


ba res favorably with the United States, de- 


apite the great natural resources of the lat- 
ter and the large stream of immigrants in the 
prime of life. 

Between 1872 and 1911 the total foreign 
trade of the United States increased 236 per 
cent and that of Germany 190 per cent, but 
during the decade to 1011 the German in- 
erdase was 143.1 per cent, and that ef the 
United States only 105.1 per cent.

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—{ Special. ]}—Union Pacific 
was the one prominent stock to break definitely 
through the first stopping place on the recovery 
from the fall in the market in the early part of the 
month. At 152 Union Pacific is up nearly six points 
from the low. Because the strength of the shares 
was quite pronounced, Wall street was inclined to 
seek a specific reason for the development rather 
than the general and technical explanation that 
this week this and other leading issues will sell ex- 
dividend. 

It is recalled that in the last period of intense 
Guliness in July Union Pacific made a Une at 
about 144, Stee! common at the time holding close 
to 53. Since then there has been a tremendous 
speculation in Union Pacific over the idea that a 
melon cutting was in prospect. That idea has been 
dissipated and the net result perhaps is that the 
position of the stock from an investment point of 
view has been somewhat changed. 

At least the management Is on record as saying 
that the 10 per cent dividend may be considered 
safe.
